pianos, organ*, and phonographs.

THE FARM Bl'REAl' 

ition comes up now and 
then as to what have the farm bu- 
reaus accomplished so far. As we 
see it, and we can speak more par- 
ticularly for Kentucky, the first ob- 
ject so far is organization, for with- 
out a strong organization nothing 
can be accomplished. In this State 
the Farm Bureau is only about eight 
nths old and now number 9,000 
Forty-aix counties are or- 
ganized, with one county, Christian, 
holding a membership of 1.000 and 
still growing. A drive is to be put 
on in the State this fall, when the 
membership is expected to be doubled. 

But is the Farm Bureau function- 
ing in the State? Has anything defi- 
nite been accomplished to justify the 
Farm Bureau's existence? Let's 
take only a few concrete examples 
for answer. In Carroll county the 
Farm Bureau at four months of age, 
121 members, did a business of $13,- 
699.00 and saved for its members 
$.1,259.55 in the purchase of field seed, 
feed, fertilizer and seed potatoes. 
Allen county, just six months old, 
did a business of over $65,000, sav- 
ing over $13,000. They have pur- 
chased a $15,000 brick warehouse.

and. in addition to savings, 
have a fund of over $5,000 toward 
payment on the warehouse.
